Tokio, Aug. 17.—The emperor’s of­ 
fer to release the non-combatants at 
Port Arthur, coupled with a demand 
for the surrender, was delivered yes­ 
terday. 
An answer is expected today. 


St. Petersburg. Aug. 17.—Public anx­ 
iety regarding the fate of the ships of 
Rear Admiral Withoft’s squadron re­ 
maining unaccounted for is still unre­ 
lieved. St. Petersburg continues to be 
entirely 
dependent 
upon 
foreign 
sources for news, the Russian authori­ 
ties claiming to be quite as much in 
the dark as (ne public. The admiralty 
neither confirms nor denies the report 
that a majority of the squadron re­ 
turned to Port Arthur, although it does 
not fail to point out that only the most 
desperate situation after the sea fight 
could have compelled the vessels to 
return for refuge to that port. 
Nothing has been received from Rus­ 
sian sources regarding the report from 
Chefoo of a sortie of the Port Arthur 
warships yesterday. 
The report may 
refer to the cruiser Mayan and the gun­ 
boats and torpedo boat destroyers left 
In the harbor, and one or two of Ad­ 
miral 
Withoft’s 
ships 
which 
were 
forced to limp back to the port after 
the fight of Aug. IO. 
The report of the sinking of the 
cruiser Rurik is accepted as true in 
official circles, aud the public had 
been prepared for a definite announce­ 
ment by the publication of a report 
that she had been grievously damaged. 
The authorities, out of consideration 
for the families of the officers and 
sailors, decided to withhold an official 
announcement until after they have 
received an official report upon the 
return of the cruisers Rossia and Gro- 
moboi to Vladivostok, where the ex­ 
perts figure they should have arrived 
by this time. 
There is a rumor afloat today that 
the cruisers Diana and Pallada have 
reached Port Arthur, but the source 
of the report cannot be reached and it 
receives little credence. 
The opinion is growing that the 
heavy losses sustained by the Port 
Arthur fleet may completely alter the 
plans regarding the Baltic squadron, a 
division of which is cruising in the 
gulf ready to sail.
